may seem an unimportant matter in the light of the multitudinous 
citizens who compose this great commonwealth, but to those who 
face the court and submit themselves to the questioning of the 
federal examiner the matter is one of momentous importance. 
Probably only those who have taken this step can appreciate the 
feelings of candidates for citizenship. Many of them enter a court 
room for the first time, they are influenced by the fact that they 
are in a court room, and their appearance in such a building, for 
a serious purpose, impresses them much more than it does a per­ 
son who has become familiar with the processes of law. 
The old saying: “ First impressions go a long way,” is true 
of the impressions made upon these people at the time when they 
enter into the great family of citizens of the United 'States. 
Be­ 
cause this has been recognized by those who wish to favorably 
impress new citizens, special exercises are frequently held in court 
rooms when applicants for citizenship appear before the court, 
and arrangements are made for sympathetic people to meet the 
new citizens in a cordial manner, to greet them, congratulate them, 
and, c<n behalf of the citizens of the United States, receive them 
into the family of citizens of this country. 
The United States, more than other countries, extends an in­ 
vitation to aliens within its borders to become citizens, and citi­ 
zens assume a critical attitude to those who do not seek citizen­ 
ship. 
Therefore, having extended this invitation, it is becoming 
that it is accepted, the person accepting it should be warmly wel­ 
comed into the family of citizens. 
A warm patriotic spirit may 
be born within the new citizens as a result of a cordial welcome 
by fellow citizens or, in the absence of this welcome, the new citi­ 
zen may leave the court room with the feeling that the matter is 
one of rules and regulations in which no spirit of Americanism 
breathes. A warm hand-shake, a cordial greeting, a word of wel­ 
come and congratulation, will go a long way towards impressing 
the new citizen with the feeling that he is not an intruder but a 
fellow citizen welcomed by the other members of the large family 
of citizens of the United States.

When the miner repeated the text in 
the Greek the young student at once admitted his inability to con­ 
tinue the conversation along that line.
